SKULL VALLEY, Utah (AP) 
« An investigation to determine 
what killed some 6,400 sheep in 
this desolate, semlarld western 
Utah valley continued today as 
ranchers moved Into the pas* 
hires to shoot other suffering 
sheep, 


In the past 10 days sheep be- 


gan dying by the thousands and 
several qualified veterinarians 
have 
linked their deaths to 


nerve gas testing at the Army's 
Dugway Proving Ground adja* 
cent to the rangeiand, 


Dr« Mar Fawcett. one of two 


veterinarians called to the 
Hatch Ranch-which has sus* 
tained more than 90 per cent of 
the 
loss—said, "f have no 


doubts at all that organic phos* 
phate poisoning from nerve gass 
testing killed the sheep/' 


He said he based this on lab 


tests at Utah State University 
and on private study, 


U was several days after the 


sheep began dying that Army 
officials withdrew their original 
denial and said "routine nerve 
gas" spray had been tested at 
Dugway March 13. 


Fawcett said, "I'm sure if we 


had known about the testing and 
had an antidote, many of the 
sheep could have been saved.'1 


Had the Army reported the 


tests on March 17 when they 
were Informed of the deaths, 
Fawcett said many of the sheep 
could have been given the Army 
nerve gas antidote atropine. 


Army investigators 
contend 


"all results so far are Inconclu- 
sive," and that it cannot be 
proven the sheep died because 
of nerve gas testing done at 
Dugway. 


Loss has been estimated at 


$300,000. In addition, the wool 
crop is lost and about 80 per 
cent of the dead sheep would 
have lambed In a month.

A—Although most hcmon- 


giomas (capillary moles) dis- 
a p p e a r without treatment, 
there are exceptions. For this 
reason, authorities disagree 
on the best procedure. Some 
favor waiting three or four 
years to see whether the le- 
sion will disappear. If at any 
time the mole seems to be 
getting larger, it should be 
treated at once. A small he- 
mangioma can be destroyed 
easily with an electric needle 
or the application of carbon 
dioxide snow. Injection with a 
coagulating -agent may also 
be used. More recently, the 
laser beam has been used 
with apparently good results. 
The choice of t r e a t m e n t 
would depend on the size and 
location of the mole and the 
doctor's preference,

Simultaneously with the birth 


of the town Anson W. Hobson 
founded a local weekly, the ori- 
ginal Star of Hope, but no rela- 
tion to the present-day Star. And 
one of the printers who helped 
g«t out that 1873 newspaper was 
Ed's father, Claude McCorkle. 
'The old Star of Hope didn't 
last long. But the next news- 
paper founding had better luck. 
The Lowry brothers established 
the Hope News In 1880. In 1883 
the plant was sold to Withers & 


, Johnson, who changed the paper's 


name to Hope Telegraph. But In 
the same year they resold it to 
Claude McCorkle, who renamed 
ft Hope Mercury. 
r In 1884 Claude McCorkle sold 
the Mercury to James H. Betts, 
and Mr. Betts called the paper 
the Hope Gazette — and under 
that name it ran until 1921 - 
the longest continuous publi- 
cation in Hempstead county ex- 
cept for today's Star. After Betts 
(the Gazette was operated by J. 
L. TUllis and CoU W. W. Fol- 
som, until the latter's death in 
1916. 


In 1916 the Gazette was pur- 


chased by Gates and Purkins, 
who had founded the daily Ar- 
kansas Evening Herald, J. E. 
Purkins editor and publisher, 
continuing the weekly as a com-* 
ptAkm to tlM» daily. This arrange- 
ment lasted until 1921. The old 
Gazette plant had subsequent 
operations by Casslus Clay Wil- 
llains and George P. Smith until 
1926 when the late Curtis Can- 
noh bought the plant and changed 
the name to Hempstead County 
Review. In 1927 Cannon sold to 
D. A. Gean, founder of the morn- 
ing Hope Daily Press. 


But Claude McCorkle estab- 


lished the longest newspaper line 
of all when, on Oct. 14, 1899, he 
recalled the old 1873 newspaper 
name and founded today's news- 
paper as the Star of Hope, a week- 
ly which became a dally the first 
of 1921. 
Thus Claude McCorkle had a 


hand in establishing both major 
newspaper lines in Hope. Ed. 
McCorkle succeeded to owner- 
Ship of The Star upon his father's 
death, and served continuously 
until the Palmer A Washburn 
purchase in 1929 consolidated 
ihe two oldest newspaper lines 
in the county —the McCorkle 
Star, an unbroken line since 1899, 
and D. A. Gean's morning Hope 
Dally Press, inheritor of the 
plant and tradition of the old Hope

search scientist. 


Dr. Melvln Greenblatt of the 


Chicago 
Medical School said 


studies with hamsters Indicate 
tumors make a chemical which 
signals surrounding parts of the 
body to grow new blood vessels 
to feed them. 


"If we can Identify the sub- 


stance, it may be possible to 
produce antibodies against It," 
he told an American Cancer So- 
ciety symposium for science 
writers Sunday. "This would In- 
terrupt 
the chemical signal, 


stop the growth of new blood 
vessels and thus starve the tu- 
mor." 


Antibodies are substances the 


body produces to fight disease- 
causing material. 


Growth of new blood vessels 


is a process normally triggered 
by cuts or bruises. Wounded 
areas are supplied 
with new 


blood vessels to replace those 
severed or damaged, 


Dr. Greenblatt found that tu- 


mors call forth a similar re- 
sponse-In tests with hamsters. 
After baring a membrane on 
the cheek pouch, he covered it 
with porous filter paper, then 
placed cancerous tissue on the 
paper.

cer filtered through the paper 
and started growth of new blood 
vessels in the normal

Told largely in dialog and in 


fictional format, Tiede's book 
reports the sights, sounds, 
smells and feelings of a war 
he has seen in three tours of 
front-line duty as a correspond- 
ent, a performance which has 
won him the prestigious Ernie 
Pyle Memorial Award and 
several other writing prizes. 


If "Coward" has a hero, it 


must be Pvt. Nathan Long, 
whose thoughts and actions 
thread through the book ty- 


ing together the true life slices, 
of men at war. And Long, by 
the standard definition, must 
be called a coward. He refuses 
to fight,

A discussion Long has with 


a priest who attempts to con- 
vince him of the responsibili- 
ties of soldiers establishes the 
private's long, lonely battle 
with his conscience:

replied. 
" 'But the laws of our land

And it is here where 
the author's keen eye and ear 
for detail keep the reader in* 
terested and turning pages to 
the explosive conclusion. 


"Coward" is more than a 
good adventure story. It is a 
thorough investigation of a 
young man. buffeted by the 
pressures of a powerful estab* 
lishment, trying to remain 
loyal to his beliefs. 


Finally, the book offers a 


comprehensive picture of Viet- 
nam which somehow is never 
really seen on television. For 
the* parents of soldiers whose 
letters carefully 
avoid the 


pain and deadening frustra- 
tion of a v i c i o u s war. 
"Coward" should be required 
reading. In fact, anyone con- 
cerned about Vietnam —and 
that ought to be everyone — 
will find Tiede's novel a valu- 
able addition to his library.
